A MUNICIPAL MUSEUM. 

The movement to organize a museum of artistic, scientific 
and historic interest should be encouraged by all citizens. 

At the meeting Monday night at the rooms of the Missouri 
Historical Society steps will be taken to raise money for this 
purpose. The approaching close of the World’s Fair offers the 
opportunity to begin a collection which will rival the best in 
the country. We have all the treasures of the world to draw 
upon. We can establish a museum which shall be a school of 
art, science and history and become one of the city’s capital 
features of trade. 

The public spirit which has been so well displayed in St. 
Louis during recent years should be’ especially interested in 
this municipal enterprise. It is a public work for the benefit 
of all, and all citizens are appealed to for aid.

Boston has a subway, which is the beginning of a fine sys- 
tem, and her suburban steam trains give satisfactory service. 

Budapest, in Hungary, though not so large or so populous 
as St. Louis, has a splendid subway, in addition to its sur- 
face lines. This subway and the service given by it are so 
satisfactory that even the New York newspapers have been 
suggesting improvements in the subway there, after a com- 
parison of the two systems. 

Other cities might be named in which local passenger traffic 
fa well cared for. What about St. Louis? 

The steam railways here might be, and ought to be, of the 
highest use to the people of this city and its suburbs, in the 
matter of good local service. They are in possession of im- 
mensely valuable franchises, and it is not enough that they 
should care properly for the city’s freight and visitors, These 
are important, but the railroads owe a duty to the people of 
the city, who; expect to use the trains going to and returning 
from their daiy business. 

The electric surface lines are inadequate, especially as re- 
gards suburban travel. A good steam service, of swift and fre- 
quent local trains, is vital to the growth of the suburbs, 
which, from the broad standpoint, are a part of the city itself, 
being the residence of thousands of the citizens. Railways 
entering a city that ignore this fact and refyse to look after 
the interests of this large body of citizens are blind to their own 
interests and are neglecting their plain duty to the city which 
accords them the privileges they enjoy. 

St. Louis’ suburban train system is a source of constant 
aggravation and loss to the citizens. It is practically unor- 
ganized, and is mismanaged all the time. Suburbs that would 
long ago have become populous, with adequate transportation, 
languish and stand still because of the inefficient train service. 
Residents are constantly moving back to town, finding that 
they lose money by staying in the suburbs. 

It is time to wake up and do better. St. Louis deserves and

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—An element of 
uncertainty out of reports of possible 
changes in the makeup of the jury, was the 
principal feature of the opening of the sec- 
ond week of the trial of Nan Patterson for 
the murder of Cesar Young. Three days 
of hard work last week resulted in filling 
the jurybox, but at the last moment Fore- 
liendricks asked to be excused from 
service because of the severe illness of a 
member of his family. No action was 
taken upon his request at that time, but it 
was said that Justice Davis‘ would make 
known his decision when the trial was re- 
sumed today. When the trial was resumed 
today Justice Davis declined to excuse 
Foreman Hendnmcks and Assistant District 
Attorney Rand at once began to outline the 


case of the prosecution. 

Mr. Rand warned the jurors that in con- 
sidering the evidence submitted = in this 
trial they must not allow themselves to be 
influenced one the other by the 
act that the detendant is a woman. The 
iaws were made fur men anu women ailke. 
He said that the only question before the 
jury was to determine whether the de- 
fendant was gulity of muraer as charged. 
It was admitted, he said, that Young either 
killed himseit or was Kiiled Dy the prisynh- 
er at the bar. The prosecution was pre- 
pared to show that noi only had Miss Pat- 
terson fired the fatal shot, but that the act 
was one of deliberation and premeditation 
They woud show that the crime was 
planned for at least ls hours and that it 
was conceived a day veivre the tragedy, 
when the pistol was ovought. All this 
would. be proven by circuinstantial — evi- 
dence, and the chain circumstances as 
presented by the prose.ut::n would be so 
strong that even ir the cise should put 
a thousand men on the sa.and and each 
one ot the thousand said he saw the man 
fire the shot, the jury woulda not. believe 
one of them. 

He detailed the movements of. Miss Pat- 
terson and Young, declaring that notwith- 
standing the money which was given her 
as an inducement to leave, Nan said she 
had a better claim on Young than any 
other woman and refused to give him up. 
Mr. Rand described Young's movements 
on June 3, which he spent with his wife. 
He declared that on June 3, J. Morgan 
Smith, the prisoner's brother-in-law, ac- 
companied the woman, purchased a re- 
volver at Hiram Sterns pa wnshop. 

‘The same night,’ he sad, ““‘Nan and 
Young met and went to Flannery’s saloon, 
where they remained until 3 o'clock the 
next morning. During the night there were 
a series of scenes between Young and Miss 
Patterson When he told her that he was 
going away she replied that he could not, 
and that he could not hide himself on any 
ocean liner. 

‘Next morning Young met Nan and they 

drove downtown together in the hansom 
cab in which the tragedy occurred. After 
the shooting the revolvey bought on the 
previous evening at the pawnshop was 
ctint in the dead man’s right-hand coat 
peckKet, 
“I am going to call everyone I know that 
knows anything about this case. I am not 
golng to produce J. Morgan Smith because 
he has left the state. After the purchase 
of the revolver he was seen quarrelang v'th 
Nan Patterson near the Sixth avenue pawn- 
shop. He was heard to say to her, ‘Yu 
must do it,’ and she replied, ‘I will not.’ 
Then Smith siapped his sisier-in-law's face 
and pushed her into the cab and sent her 
home. ‘The witnesses we have to get are 
persons who saw the things we expect to 
prove.”’ 

During the trial two skeletons, one of a 
man and one of a woman, will be brought 
into the courtroom to be used in demon- 
Strating the theortes of the attorneys in 
the case. One of the skeletons will be used 
by the prosecution and the other by the

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Strength and Activity Are Displayed in Specia! Quarters of the 
List, But the General Market Is Stagnant at Prices 
Very Close to Saturday’s Final Figures. 


New YORK, Nov. %21.—Wall- street's 
opening this morning, although quiet, was 
nevertheless steady, and in the majority of 
cases prices were slightly higher. Specula- 
tion was largely confined to the low-priced 
issues and the industria!s and, in some in- 
stances, the gains in these, were pro- 
pounced, 

No feature of importance with a direct 
bearing on the securities market has oc- 
curred over the Sabbath to change ad- 
versely the conservatively bullish sentiment 

evalent at the close of last week, and 

k of a pessimistic character falls upon 
a deaf eur in Wall street at the present 
time. 

The bank statement of Saturday, although 
considered more favorable than had been 
expected, nevertheless should not be con- 
@idered too seriously as reflecting the real 
conditions in the money market, as the re- 
duction in the loan account, in the face of 
the active and advancing speculation of last 
week, could only have occurred through 
the shifting of large loans from the bank- 
ing institutions to the trust companies or 
the shipment of large funds from the West 
and Southwest, to be loaned out at this 
center. As the interest rate locally still 
remains at.an exceedingly low rate, it is 
not likely that loanable funda of the kind 
mentioned are seeking this center, so the 
trust companies must be looked to as the 
cause for the large and favorable decrease 
in the loan item in the bank statement of 
Saturday. 

These loans to the trust companies can 
of vourse be transferred to the banks at 
any time demanded, hence the easy adjust- 
ment of the bank statement at the pres- 
ent time to the needs of Wall street finan- 
ciers is readily appreciated. Further with- 
drawais of gold from this center seem in- 
evitable, but every effort is being ade 
by tle banking interests to keep the rnfoney 
market in a healthy condifton over the 
New Year to facilitate the marketing of 
securities at the present level. For this 
reason the best posted authorities are of 
the opinion that little adverse change in 
the money market will be seen although 
the demands at the present time are ab- 
normal. 

The market continued to move in a nar- 
row range in the second hour and some 
selling of a minor character was encoun- 
tered. Prices after the opening bilge 
showed an irregular tendency and the gen- 
eral trend of the list was hard to dis- 
cern in the face of the contrary move- 
ments in special quarters.

It is estimated that 
at the present time nearly 9 per cent of 
this company’s plants are in operation, 
compared with 75 per cent just a little over 
a month ago. 

The demands of the leading equipment 
companies are still of an improving char- 
acter and the indications are that lerge 
orders will be placed with these concerns 
in the near future. The increased demand 
noted for this class of supplies has been 
reflected in the last few days in a strong 
demand for the stocks in the companies 
revresented.

COLLAPSE IN 


WHEAT VALUES 


Liquidation by Longs, Led by T. 
E. Price & Co., Causes 
Large Decline. 


The bearish cash situation in wheat de- 
clared Hself so impressively that a bull 
movement inaugurated on basis of a crop 


scare was shut off and liquidation by longs 
started that broke prices badly. Most sales 
were said to be tor T. KE. Price & CO., 
which has been the most conspicuous bull 
house in the St. Louis market for some 
time past. A perfect flood of long wheat 
came out for sale, breaking the price 2'%c 
for May and over 3c for December. The 
close showed net losses of respectively l1'*¢ 
and 2%c for the day. Drouth and fly news 
was pientiful and pushed actively by regu- 
iar bulls and the buNs for reaction only, 
but the advance scored not large, May 
gaining %c, and was lost quickiy when 
liquidation broke out. An increase of near- 
ly 2,100,000 bu in the visible last week did 
the business. Not alone was it larger than 
the year previous by 500,000 bu, but was 
made on receipts at the primary markets 
2,300,000 bu smaller this year than last. 
This was testimony not to be disregarded 
as showing how limited cash demands had 
been by high prices. After such liquidation 
and decline a reaction appears probable, 
especially with such weather conditions 
prevailing, but the cash situation must 
improve greatly to give a heaithy market.
